~The Senate approved a 4,000.- 
000-man limit for the Armed 
Forces today. 

The limitation, accepted on a 
49 to 41 vute, came after sponsors 
of the Universal Military Training 
and Service bill under considera- 
tion had first opposed any re- 
strictions on the size. 

Originally Senator Morse 
(Rep.), Oregon, with powerful 
Republican backing, ‘sought to 
place a 3,500,000 manpower ceil- 
ing upon the combined Army, 
Navy, Air Force and Marines. 


Senator McMahon (Dem.), Con- 
necticut, moved to make it 5,000,- 
000 but the Senate rejected that 
56 to 32. 


Senator Robertson (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, then offered the 4,000,000 
figure and, with Democrats sup- 
porting it rather than a lower fig- 
ure proposed by Republicans, it 
| was approved. 


_ Democratic Senators Hennings

WAR ON STARLINGS 
GOES ON, 100 MORE 
SNARED WITH NET 


Another attack in force was 
made last night in the business 
men’s battle against starlings in 
the downtown area. About 100 
birds were caught in the net, which 
was tossed from the roofs of two 
bufldings.

DARST VETOES BILL FIXING

JEFFERSON CITY, March 7— 
‘The Senate gave tentative ap- 


proval today to a bill proposing | 
to legalize a 26.6 per cent annual | 
interest rate on loans up to $400. 
Only a scattering of noes were 
heard on a voice vote to advance 
the bill to the calendar for final 
passage. 

The bill, backed by the small 
loan companies and the Missouri 
Bankers’ Association, provides for 
an interest rate of 8 per cent a 


ment loans in excess of $400. 

This means that the aggregate 
interest rate on a loan of $500 
would be about 23 per cent a 
year. The rate on a $1000 loan 
would be about 15.4 per cent, 
and on a $1500 loan 13 per cent. 

Companion Bill. 

The Senate also approved for 
final passage a companion regu- 
latory measure providing for state 
supervision of lenders who would 
be licensed to charge the high 
interest rates on small loans. 

Senator R. Jasper Smith of 
Springfield, one of the co-spon- 
sors of the bills, contended the 
proposed interest rates were fair 
to both the borrowers and lend- 
ers, and the legislation would 
“go a long way” in driving unreg- | 
ulated “loan sharks” out of Mis- 
souri. 

The Better Business Bureaus 
of St. Louis and Kansas City, he 
said, have reported that unli- 
censed lenders are charging in- 
terest up to 240 per cent a year 
on small loans. The only way to 
curb these illegal lenders is to 
enact legislation enabling regu- 
lated small loan companies to 
operate profitably and to pro- 
vide for state regulation of their 
activities, Smith said.

“What in the world are you using 
for bait?” asked the fly fisher- 
|}man, and the boy replied, “Soft 
craws, mister; anybody around 
these parts knows that they are 
the only bait that bass will even 
look at in the early spring!” 

Real Spring Morsels. 

The story is far-fetched and 
over-drawn but “soft craws” in 
the early spring months are out- 
standing morsels which game fish 
take savagely when all other baits 
fail. Crawfish in the early spring 
shed their hard shells and, be- 
fore their new shells harden, they 
are a soft juicy mouthful to the 
hungry fish that have spent the 
winter months in semi-hiberna- 
tion. The ditches and small weedy 
ponds are filled with them and a 
crawfish rake or a seine will 
soon provide the fisherman with 
enough to enjoy a full day’s fish- 
ing. At this stage they are easily 
killed; grass or leaves should be 
placed in the container and over- 
crowding should be avoided. 

They are usually hooked 
through the back part of the tail 
but a small rubber band placed 
around the middle of the craw- 
fish will insure’ more livability 
and mobility than the tail-hdok- 
ing method. The band should be 
tight around the crawfish and the 
hook slipped under the rubber 
band, but not ‘into the body. By 
using this method your-.bait will 
be much more lively and have 
more freedom of movement, and 
better fishing success may be ex- 
pected. 

Earthworms are much better 
game fish lures in the first bloom 
of spring than at any other time 
of year. The fisherman should 
remember that there are two vari- 
eties of ‘garden hackle’—the barn- 
lot variety, or black worms, and 
the rich river bottom earthworms 
known as ‘milk worms’ or red- 
worms. The barnyard worms are 
brittle, sluggish, and have very 
little ‘fish appeal.’ The redworms 
are large and bright red in color 
and exude a milk-like substance 
that flows from them on being 
pricked with the hook. This sub- 
stance is carried downstream by 
the current which guides the fish 
to the baited hook. Bass will 
readily take these worms in early 
spring but only an occasional bass 
will take them in the summer 
months. 

Minnows Reliable Bait. 
Minnows are daily fare of all 


game fish and are reliahle fish- |- 


getters throughout the fishing 


season. Large shiners have more |; 
appeal to the fish than most of |- 


the other minnows. Their silvery 
flash, as they are moved up and 
down in the water, allures game 
fish that the more drab-colored 
minnows would not attract. Gold- 
ish, carp, small suckers, and oth- 
er fish are also used with success 
for bait. They remain alive and 
active much longer than any other 
bait of this type and stay on the 
hook well and, for these reasons, 
are preferred by a great number 
of fishermen.

L. Wright, Charles H. Christel and Henry O. 
Whiteside. Together with members like Schwer 
and Ehrhardt, they could bring school board 
decisions more nearly into line with the best 
interests of the community. Indeed, failure to 
elect them is most likely to be taken by the 
reactionary element on the board as a mandate 
for its politicking. 

There is an even greater danger. It was 
voiced by Board President Schwer when he 
said: “We've got a tax campaign coming up. 
Most of the citizens who are on our campaign 
committee were members of the Citizens Ad- 
visory Committee that suggested unit control. 
This could blow up the whole thing.” 

We do not believe that members of the citi- 
zens committee will abandon their support of a 
tax increase and bond issue.

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The Missouri Pacific’s Progress 

The Missouri Pacific railroad is congratulated 
by Representative Melvin Price of East St. 
Louis for its progress in the use of train radio. 
By summer, the railroad will have 3243 miles— 
one-third of its total—equipped with radio, Rep- 
resentative Price said. 

We join in this expression of prajse for prog- 
ress, which comes from one of the most vigorous 
and informed advocates of railroad safety in 
Congress. Representative Price’s figures show 
that by summer Missouri Pacifie will have radio 
on 41 passenger locomotives, 270 freight locomo- 
tives, and 290 cabooses. It will then have more 
train radio than any other railroad in the world, 
according to the Representative. 

This is practical operation of train radio on a 
big scale. It recalls a remark which the gen- 
eral solicitor of the Association of American 
Railroads made to a committee of the Senate 
two years ago when the association was opposing 
a bill which would have permitted the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to compel railroads 
to install radio. “We submit that the Govern- 
ment has no right to require the railroads to 
spend their money in mere experimentation,” 
said General Solicitor James M. Souby. 

The progress of the Missouri Pacific and 
other railroads with a forward-looking. attitude 
toward radio is too considerable for the cry of 
“mere experimentation” to stand any longer— 
and it was wobbly in 1949. Railroad experience 
itself is the best possible proof that the ICC 
should be empowered to compel the laggards to 


their own accord. This is especially true be- 
cause radio, in addition to being an economy 
operation, is also a safeguard to the lives 
passengers and crew members.

Treaty Almost Ready. 


This proposal has had the en- 
thusiastic, indeed the passionate, 
support of disinterested and in- 
formed men here and abroad. 
They believe it holds the first 
convincing promise of a Franco- 
German reconciliation and with 
that the promise that the dead 
hand of monopoly and restriction 
will begin to be lifted from the 
industrial practices of western 
Europe.

One of 
these articles is designed to pre- 
vent cartelization. The other is 
designed to prevent the formation 
of the vertical and horizontal 
combines which have been s0 
characteristic of the Ruhr indus- 
tries. 


German Negotiations. 


It stands to reason that if there 
is to be a single free market in 
the six countries, then the Ger- 
man mcnopolies of the Ruhr must 
be broken up—in the language of 
the occupation statute they must 
be “deconcentrated.” Otherwise, 
the free market will simply mean 
the complete and the unopposed 
domination of that market by the 
German monopolies.

. Jove can save it. It is even dif- 


ficult for a personal love to save 
it, particularly if the other par- 
ty becomes undeserving. But 
when these lower loves break 
down, Christian love steps in to 
suggest that the other person is 
to be regarded as a gift of God. 
* Most of God’s gifts are sweet; 
a few of them however are bit- 
ter. But whether that other 
person be bitter or sweet, sick 
or well, young or old, he or she 
is still a gift of God for whom 
the other partner must sacrifice 
himself or herself. Selfish love 
would seek to get rid of the 
other person because a burden. 
Christian love takes on the bur- 
den in obedience to the Divine 
Command: “Bear the burden of 
one another’s failings; then you 
will be fulfilling the law of 
Christ.”

WHAT SICKNESS is to an 
individual, an unhappy mar- 
riage may be to a couple; a trial 
sent by God in order to per- 
fect them spiritually.
